The business of refusing a permit for the storage 
of 10,000 gallons of gasoline, Monday night, by the 
Board of Selectmen to an incoming business is beyond 
all understanding, Who knows better the needs of 
a business than the man who is running that business? 

Massachusetts has already acquired the dubious 
distinction of being hostile to manufacturers through 
excessiye:\taxation,- Is Wilmington now. going to. add 
to this hostility, through excessive limitation?- .- 

10,000 gallon tanks are, at this time, the most 
economical way to store gasoline, The Selectmen 
seek to force Mr Barbo to use a smaller tank, or 
have none at all, 

Forget the fact that Barbo had three million 
dollars in new taxable property on January one, This 
was 3% off the average tax bill -.a man-with a $500 
tax had $15 of ft paid-by Barbo, Forget the fact that 
by next January one the ‘Barbo property will probably, 
be worth $7,000,000, : 

But can one forget it? Isthe way of the Selectman 
with incoming business the way to keep taxes down, 
in Wilmington? 

One selectman after the meeting Monday night 
remarked that the Town has twenty trucks in the 
Highway Department, plus other vehicles including 
the Police Cruisers, all getting their gas froma 1650 

gallon tankat-the Highway Department garage, If 
Wilniington. could get.along with a 1650-gallon tank

House 5581 


Governor Sargent is expected to sign into law 
next week a legislative bill designed to promote low 
cost housing in the suburbs of Boston, House Bill 
5581. It is aimed, the backers say, at ‘snob housing’ 
and at those Boston suburbs where zoning regulations 
prevent the building of housing for persons of small 
or moderate means, 

That law, it seems to this column, is full of 


jokers, 

< it authorizes public, private non-profit 
and limited dividend housing developers to build any 
kind of housing’ in any business, industrial or resi- 
dential area, in spite of local zoning, and in spite of 
sub-division, building and health regulations, 

All these can be suspended, if they force the 
developer to spend more money than he considers 
appropriate, 

For example, under this law, if a developer 
wants to crowd several trailers into a house lot, 
he can go to the state board ofappeals, who can then 
decide whether or not the local restrictions on 
trailers should or should not be set aside, 

-:), Simijarly, if a developer wants to install severa. 
hundred trailers in an industrially zoned area, in 
spite of restrictions which tries to keep residential 
construction out of industrial areas, the state agency 
can decide, and tell him to go ahead, 

The law doesn’t mention trailers, But trailers 
are low cost housing. 

If a developer wants to build apartments, there 
are no limitations governing maximum height in the 
law, and local limitations can be set aside, 
rise apartments can be constructed, literally, next 
door toa single family home, 

If a town, through its subdivision regulations, 
requires developers to install sidewalks, or hot top 
roads, or install adequaté drainage in new housing 
developments, the state could exempt a developer 
who pleads that such improvements are too expen- 
sive for the rents that the project intends to charge. 

Rules establishing minimum standards for the 
design of sewage disposal systems, such as the size 
of septic tanks, or leaching fields, could be weakened 
at the option of the state appeals board, 

In effect, two kinds of standards would apply, 
in suburban Boston communities - one for most 
builders and home owners, and another for the public 
and private and limited profit agencies who are 
constructing subsidized housing, 

Wilmington’s zoning, it can be pointed out, allows 
two-families' per acre in most of the town, 

Under this law state officials could authorize

or thirty familes per acre, a not uncommon ratio 
in ‘high density’ apartment housing projects, 

It is argued that only one and one half percent 
of the total area in a community can be used, under 
this law. 

In Wilmington this amounts to approximately 160 
acres, If the state were to approve thirty families 
per acre, this could result in approximately 4500 
families, or an additional population of perhaps 18,000 
persons, It probably wouldn’t happen, but it could, 

The law does not measure swamp or wet lands, 
either - just total areas, 

It is an enormous threat, which could result from 
the enormous discretion granted toa state agency. 

The proponents argue that the minimum stand- 
ards of the Federal Housing Administration, or the 
Massachusetts Housing Finance Agency would be 
applied to this type of housing, 

Federal regulations can, and are changed, at 
the will of federal officials, 

The Massachusetts Housing Finance Agency does 
not have any minimum standards, 

It apparently reserves the right to judge indi- 
vidually each project it subsidizes, The protection 
of a non-existant minimum standards is indeed a 
small protection, 

It is not the ‘rich’ towns with-an absolute mini- 
mum lot size of one of two acres, such as Dover, 
Lincoln, Wayland or Groton which will be affected 
by this law. These communities are too far away 
from public transportation and industrial employment 
to warrant low income housing, 

Rather it is the Woburns, the Burlingtons, the 
Sauguses and the Wilmingtons which will attract the 
attention of the development agencies organized for 
low and moderate income housing, Ironically, many 
of the towns which are vulnerable to this bill already 
have substantial amounts of low and moderate income 
families, 

But these families are not to be the beneficiar- 
fes of this law. They will not count, in determing 
how much housing exempt from local regulations 
the state authorities can authorize, 

So much for your so-called ‘snobhousing! 

Then there is the question of taxes, 

Public housing is exempt from local taxation, 
Certain kinds ofnon-profit and limited-profit housing 
can also be exempted, Additional legislation broad- 
ening or compelling tax exemption for such devel- 
opments is likely. 

The likelihood is that the housing will ignore 
local design and construction standards made because
